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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant argues tliat tlie prior art cited, specifically Suzuki (US 651 5703) does not teach independent claims 1 
and 4 particularly the limitations: (a) outputting video signals (b) timing generating means controlling a storage means and (c) during non- 
readout of an image pick-up device, a storage means outputting a CCD output signal as video signals. 

Firstly, regarding (a) outputting video signals, applicant argues that Suzuki is merely directed to a digital camera that takes still images. 
However, Suzuki clearly teaches that the disclosure is directed towards a video camera that is capable of taking high quality images in both 
field and frame reading modes. "Video camera" which inherently outputs video signals, is iterated throughout the entire Suzuki disclosure. 
Secondly, regarding (b) timing generating means controlling a storage means. Column 13 Lines 48-50 teaches that the image data is read 
out of the buffer memory according to a predetermined procedure, which one of ordinary skill in the art recognizes involves timing control. 
Thus Suzuki teaches timing control of the storage means in order to output data from the storage to the monitor. Lastly, regarding (c) 
during non-readout of an image pickup device, a storage means outputting a CCD output signal as video signals. As stated in the final 
rejection. Fig. 10 shows output from the storage means of the CCD signal and Column 10 Lines 55-60 teaches video signals as the output 
signal. Therefore, Suzuki teaches the limitations (a) through (c) as outlined above and thus the office maintains the final rejection in view of 
the after final amendments and remarks. 
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
